Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states that there is no teaching or 
suggestion that data relating to prior connections between modems is stored or retrieved in the modems of Lechleider. Furthermore, 
there is no teaching or suggestion in Lechleider that prior connection data is sent from one modem to another in response to a data 
request. Examiner disagrees and suggests Applicant to review the reference in detail as it does teach of storing connection data on the 
data access device as well as sending such information to web servers wherein there exists a storage media, (See Column 5 Lines 1-67 
& Column 6 Lines 1-8). Applicant further suggests that there is no suggestion or motivation relating to storage of current connection data 
sent from a server communications device to a data access device. Examiner disagrees as Applicant is arguing the claims separately as 
stated one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combination of 
references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir.
